The deaths from the principal epidemic diseasest, recorded for the Twelve Principal Towns 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 2.8 per 1,000. Of the 16 deaths from all causes for 
Limerick 2 were from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 


City of Dublin.—The number of births registered during the week was 201—108 boys and 
93 girls, and the number of deaths 179—88 males and 9] females. — Sixteen of the births and 18 
of the deaths related to persons belonging to other localities. 

The 161 deaths appertaining to the City are equivalent to a rate of 20.4 per 1,000, the rates 
in the three preceding weeks being 15.7, 23.2 and 24.4. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 34. Of these, 30 were from measles 
as against 14, 11, 15, 12, 20, and 23 in the six preceding weeks. The remaining 4 consisted of one 
from enteric fever, 2 from diphtheria, and one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years. 

“In the 3 preceding weeks there were no deaths from enteric fever, but there were 3, 3, and one from 
diphtheria, and 3, one, and 0 from diarrhcea and enteritis. 

Tuberculous disease caused 12 deaths (10 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous peritonitis, and one from general tuberculosis) as against 11, 13, and 30 from all forms 
of tuberculosis in the three weeks preceding. 

Four deaths were caused by cancer, and 21 by diseases of the heart. 

There were 19 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 12 from broncho-pneumonia, one from 
lobar-pneumonia, and 6 from pneumonia—not otherwise defined. Bronchitis caused 18 deaths. 

Two accidental deaths were registered. Both where children—one, aged 4 years, by a motor 

van; and the other, aged one year and 3 months, by burns. 

Among deaths of infants under one year of age, 5 were due to measles, 2 to convulsions, one 
to bronchitis, 5 to broncho- pneumonia, one to pneumonia, 7 to premature birth, and 3 to congen- 
ital debility. 

Sixty-five of the deaths recorded for the City during the week were those of children under 

5 years, 28 being those of infants under one year, of whom 9 were under one month old, and 41 

were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 31 were aged 70 years or over, 

Of the 161 deaths recorded, 71 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

Particulars of the Births and Deaths* recorded for the Twelve Principal Towns, 
are given in Table I. The deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas 
for last week and for the past four weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual 
rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

- Twelve Principal Towns, 15.9 and 18.9; City of Dublin, 15.6 and Led Borough of 
Dian Laoghaire, 19.1 and 19.5; Cork, 14.0 and 15.8; Limerick, 15.9 and 14.9 ; ah Waterford, 
21.5 and 22.0. 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseasest, recorded for the twelve Principal 
Towns last week, were equal to an annual rate of 1.7 per 1,000. One of the 21 dcaths for Cork 
was from diphtheria, one death from this disease was also recorded in Limerick, and 3 of the 
7 deaths for Kilkenny were from whooping-cough, 


City of Dublin—The number of births registered during the week was 166—94 
boys and 72 girls, and the number of deaths 136—-64 males and 72 females. Eighteen of 
the births and 13 of the deaths related to persons belonging to other localities. 

The 123 deaths appertaining to the City are equivalent to a rate of 15.6 per 1,000, the 
rates in the three preceding weeks being 24.7, 20.1, and 18.2. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 14, comprising one from enteric 
fever 3, from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 2 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and 
5 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. In the 3 preceding weeks 
_ deaths from enteric fever were 0, 0, and 0; deaths from, measles were 14, 3 and 6; deaths 
from searlet fever were 1, 2, and 0; deaths from whooping-cough were 0,.0, and 0; deaths 
from diphtheria were one, 3, and 3; and deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis were 2, 4, and 0. 

Three deaths from influenza were registered last week. There were 19 deaths from 
pneumonia, comprising 13 from broncho-pneumonia, one from lobar-pneumonia, and 6 from 
pneumonia—not otherwise defined. Bronchitis caused 5 deaths. In the 3 preceding weeks 
deaths from influenza numbered 9, 3 and 6; deaths from pneumonia 31, 18 and 22; and 
deaths from bronchitis 28, 18 and 20. 

Tuberculous disease caused 21 deaths (19 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, 
and 2 from other forms of the disease), as against 23,15 and 17 from all forms of tuberculosis 
in the 3 weeks preceding. 

Five deaths were caused by cancer, and 20 by diseases of the heart. 

One accidental death was registered, that of a child of 5 years of age who was knocked 
down by a motor-lorry. 

Among the deaths of infants under one year of age 2 were due to measles, one to whooping- 
cough, one to diphtheria, 3 to convulsions, 2 to broncho-pneumonia, 3 to diarrhea, one to 
congenital malformations, 3 to premature birth and 3 to congenital debility. 

Twenty-eight of the deaths recorded for the City durmg the week were those of children. 
under 5 years, 19 being those of infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month 
old, and 34 were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 25 were aged 70 years 
or over. 

Of the 123 deaths recorded, 53 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions:

Particulars of the Births and Deaths* recorded for the Twelve Principal Towns, 
are given in Table I. The deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned aréas 
for last week and for the past four weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annua] 
rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Twelve Principal Towns, 18.6 and 17.8; City of Dublin, 20.5 and 18.6 ; Borough of 
Duan Laoghaire, 22.1 and 19.1; Cork, 14.6 and 14.6; Limerick, 11.9 and 14.2 ; and Waterford, 
3. 8 and 16.2. 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseasest, recorded for the twelve Priucipal 
‘Towns last week, were equal to an annual rate of 0.9 per 1,000. 


City of Dublin.—The number of births registered during the week was 224—121 
boys and 103 girls, and the number of deaths 183—-98 males and 85 females. Eighteen of 
the births and 21 of the deaths related to persons belonging to other localities. 

; The 162 deaths appertaining to the City are equivalent to a rate of 20.5 per 1,000, the 
rates in the three preceding weeks being 20.1, 18.2, and 15.6. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 10, comprising 7 from measles, and. 
3 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. In the three preceding woeks 
deaths from measles were 3, 6, and 3; and deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis were 4, 0, and 5. 

Three deaths from influenza were registered last week. ‘There were 2] deaths from 
‘pneumonia, comprising 12 from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from lobar-pneumonia, and 7 from 
preumonia—not otherwise defined. Bronchitis caused 17 deaths. In the 3 preceding weeks 
deaths from influenza numbered 3, 6, and 3; deaths from pneumonia ee 22, and 19; and 
deaths from bronchitis 18, 20 and 5. 

-Tuberculous disease caused 31 deaths (22 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, 
4 = tuberculous meningitis, and 4 from other forms of the disease), as against 15, 17 and 21° 
from all forms of tuberculosis in the 3 weeks preceding. 

Fourteen deaths wére caused by cancer, and 24 by diseases of the heart. 

Two accidental deaths were rezistered, one of which was due to burns and one to drown ~, 
ing. There was also one death by suicide, 

_ Among the deaths of infants under one year of age 3 were due to measles, 2 to broncho- 
pneumonia, 2 to pneumonia, 2 to diarrhcea and enteritis, and one to congenital malformation. 

Twenty-six of the deaths recorded for the City during the week were those of children 
‘under 5 years, 12 being those of infants under one year, of whom 3 were under one month 
old, and 50 were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 36 were aged 70 years 
or over. 

Of the 162 deaths recorded, 84 occurred in hospitals and other tlre Be institutions.

PRINCIPAL TOWNS 


Particulars of the Births and Deaths* recorded for the Twelve Principal Towns 
are given in Table I. The deaths from all causes eppertaining to the undermentioned areas 
for last week and for the past four weeks, rospectively, were equal to the following annual 
rates per 1,000 of tho population :— 

Twelve Principal Towns, 10.7 end 11.0; City of Dublin, 9.6 and 10.9; Borough of Din 
Laoghaire, 8.8 and 11.1; Cork, 12.6 and 11.5; Limerick, 21.1 and 15.5; and Waterford, 
11.7 and 7.4. 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseasost, recorded for the twelve Principal 
Towns last week, were equal to an annual rate of 0.5 per 1,000. One of the 16 deaths for 


Limerick was from measles. 


City of Dublin——The number of births registered during the week was 297—149 
boys and 148 girls, end the number of deaths 89—43 males and 46 females. Twenty-five 
of the births and 13 of the deaths related to persons belonging to other localities. 
The 76 deaths appertaining to the City are equivalent to a rate of 9.6 per 1,000, the 
rates in. the three preceding weeks being 11.5, 11.4 and I1.1. 
There were 4 deaths from tho principal epidemic diseases including one from scarlot 
fever, one from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and one from diarrhea and enteritis 
of a child under 2 years of age. In the three preceding weeks deaths from scarlet fever were 
1, 0, and 0,deaths from diphtheria were 2,0, and 2 ; and dcaths from diarrhoea and enteritis were 
6, 3, and 2. There were no deaths from whooping-cough during the thrce preceding weeks. 
Tubkerculous disease caused 10 deaths (7 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, 
one from tubercular meningitis, and 2 from other forms of the disease), as against 11, 11, and 7 
from all forms of tuberculosis in the three preceding weeks. 

Six deaths were caused by cancer, and 9 by diseases of the heart. 

There were 6 deaths from pneumonia, comprising one from broncho-pneumonia, one from 
lobar pneumonia, and 4 from pnewmonia—not otherwise defined. Bronchitis caused 7 deaths. 

Two accidental deaths were registered during the week. One of which was caused by 
a tramear, and the other was the result of a collision between two motor cars. 

Among the deaths of infants under one year of age one was due to whooping-cough, 
one to convulsions, 4 to congenital debility, and one to pneumonia. 

Fifteen of the deaths recorded for the City during the week were those of children under 
5 years of whom 8 were under one year, and 28 were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, 
of whom 21 were aged 70 years cr over. Of the 76 deaths recorded, 43 occurred in hospitals 


and other public institutions.

Particulars of the Births and Deaths* recorded for the Twelve Principal Towns 
are given in Table I. The deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas 
for last week and for the past four weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual 
rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Twelve Principal Towns, 15.2 and 15.1; City of Dublin, 14.7 and 15.5; Borough of Dun 
Laoghaire, 5.9 and 15.1; Cork, 14.6 and 12:6; Limerick, 18.5 and 18.8; and Waterford, 
27.4 and 20.1. 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseasest, recorded for the twelve Principal 
Towns last week, were equal to an annual rate of 0.5 per 1,000. Among the 7 deaths from 
all causes for Galway were 3 from measles and one from diphtheria. 


City of Dublin—The number of births registered during the week was 154—76 
boys and 78 girls, and the number of deaths 131—-67 males and 64 females. Twenty 
of the births and 15 of the deaths related to persons belonging to other localities. 

The 116 deaths appertaining to the City are equivalent to a rate of 14.7 per 1,000, the 
rates in the three preceding weeks being 14.4, 17.4, arid 15.6. 

There were 2 deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, comprising one from measles, 
and one from whooping-cough. In the three preceding weeks deaths from measles were 0, 
one and one, and deaths from whooping-cough were 0, 9 and 2.. . 

2 Tuberculous disease caused 13 deaths (8 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, 
_ 2 from tuberculous meningitis and 3 from other forms of tuberculcus disease), as against 14, 
3 and 13 from all forms of tuberculosis in the three preceding weeks. 

Nine deaths were caused by cancer, and 20 by diseases of the heart. 

One death from influenza was registered last week. There were 23 deaths from pneumonia 
comprising 13 from broncho-pneumonia, 3 from lobar-pneumonia, and 7 from pneumonia— 
not otherwise defined. Bronchitis caused 12 deaths. 

Three accidental deaths wete registered, one of which (that of a child aged 2 years 4 
months) was due to scalds, and 2 to injuries caused by motor-vehicles. } 

Among the deachs of infants under one year of age, one was due to influenza,6 to bronchitis. 
7 to bronche-pneumonia, one to pneumonia, 3 to premature birth, one to congenital mal- 

formation and 2 to congenital debility. 

Thirty-two of the deaths recorded for the City during the week were those of children 
under 5 years, 21 being infants under one year, of whom 4 were under one month old. and 
26 were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 22 were aged 70 years or over. 

Of the 116 deaths recorded, 44 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

Among the deaths of infants under one year of age, 2 were due to diphtheria, one to 
meningitis, one to bronchitis, 4 to broncho-pneumonia, one to pneumonia, 10 to premature 
birth, and 4 to congenital debility. 

Thirty-four of the deaths recorded for the City during the week were those of children. 
under 5 years, 24 being infants under one year, of whom 13 were under one month old, and 
33 were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 24 were aged 70 years or over.
